For 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, and 
many of the other holidays, some 
beautiful and interesting programs 
are presented. Besides these regU' 
lar assemblies there are frequently 
special assemblies of various edu' 
cational and recreational types. 
The alumni all seem to count the 
assemblies among their fondest 
memories of school life. 

Then much to the sorrow of 
the “inmates" of East High, they 
are compelled to return to class. 
Let us first venture into an English 
class to see what is happening. 
Why look, the class is dramatizing 
a play by Shakespeare.

In English 3 and 4 the litera* 
ture which is studied consists of 
stories, essays, biographies, and 
other types of literature written 
by authors of various nationalities.

The next class we will look into 
is a history class. History is also 
required for two out of the three 
years in East High, but this is the 
eleventh and twelfth grades. 
World History may be taken in 
the tenth grade or in any of the 
other two grades. History 5 and 
6 is American History. A thor

ough study is made of the beginnings, 
growth, and development of the 
United States. History 7 and 8 is 
the study of American Problems in 
which many of the political and SO' 
cial problems of America are studied.

Math 7 is college alge' 
bra. This is a still further continua' 
tion of the other algebras. And as 
we have already said, Math 8 is trig' 
onometry. The mathematics courses 
are essential in the education of those 
who aspire toward a career in engiiv 
eering, science, aeronautics, and the 
many other fascinating and worth' 
while careers which wait for the 
young people of today. 

We have time to visit just one 
more type of class before the lunch 
hour begins. Let us see how the 
language classes operate. At the pres¬ 
ent time two languages, Latin and 
Spanish, are offered at East High. 
Many colleges require two years of 
language for entrance, and the 
knowledge of languages is also vital 
in many careers. The fact that much 
is learned of the customs and people 
make languages more interesting.

most minute living cell, and coming up through the 
highest form of life, man. The knowledge gained in 
these classes is very adaptable to one's own life, because 
of such other studies as a proper diet and healthful liv' 
ing, which are also included in the course. 

Biology is not the only class in science taught at East 
High. Physics and chemistry are also taught. These 
subjects, like biology, are very adaptable to one's every' 
day living. In physics the laws of energy and motion 
are taught, which in simpler terms, are those natural 
laws that keep everything running so smoothly in this 
world, that most people don’t even give them a thought, 
such as what makes water boil, or why does a ball roll 
down hill? 

In chemistry we study the physical elements and the 
laws which govern their relations; or in language not 
quite so scientific, we study the basic principles around 
which our modern lives revolve. Those students who 
have taken chemistry never need to ask questions like, 
“Why does a black cow eat green grass and give white 
milk? It's plain to see that the students in the science 
classes will have a much better understanding of what 
goes on around them. 

Next we go to the gym classes where our young people 
are taught not only to develop their minds, but also to

Included in the curriculum of our school are also some 
technical courses, which prepare our boys directly for 
their jobs of tomorrow. Such courses as woodworking, 
shop, auto'mechanics, and mechanical drawing furnish 
a good background for any boy, whether or not he plans 
to continue in this line later on in life. 

The fine'arts department of our school includes a 
great number of valuable courses. If a student is in' 
terested in music, he may enter any one of the many 
useful musical organizations in our school, and take it 
just as he would take any other class. East High is 
always proud of its fine band when they see it come 
marching down the street, but this is only part of the 
instrumental department. There is also a fine orchestra 
which does much concert work, too. Those interested 
in singing may join the boys' or girls' glee club, chorus, 
or choir.
